Fifteen hundred miles of the National railway 


system lies between Edmonton and the Pacific. 
The rails reach tide water at Vancouver near the 


southern extremity of the B. C. coast line and at 
Rupert near its northern limit. Construction 


was costly and may fairly be estimated at $100,000 


per mile, or 150 millions of dollars. At 5 per cent 
the fixed charges are seven and a half millions a 


year. At six per cent it would be nine millions. For 


convenience in calculation ‘say eight millions. 
These millions now come out of the taxes of the 
people of Canada, or represent an increase in the 
national debt. They must continue to do so unless 
and until the traffic on the lines of railway be- 
comes of sufficient volume to provide them, 

Assuming for the sake of argument that fix- 
ed charges take up a third of the gross revenue of 
a railway, the national lines west of Edmonton 
will have to carry a volume of traffic that will 
earn 24 millions a year before the taxpayers of 
Canada can be entirely relieved of the burden that 
they at present impose. High rates on light 
traffic cannot produce sufficient earnings, Volume 
of traffic is a first necessity in the endeavor to 
make the far western sections of the National rail- 
ways pay their way. In so far as high rates tend 
to prevent increase traffic they not only do not 
aid, they prevent the ultimately profitable opera- 
tion of that part of the National system. 

The problem of the Pacific section of the Na- 
tional railways is not that of making present earn- 
ings balance present operating expenses, but of 
securing such increases of traffic as will enable 
fixed charges, as well as operating expenses to be 
paid. Something—and .very much more—than 
merely breaking even on operating expenses must 
be done, or that burden of eight millions a year 
will never be lifted from the shoulders of the Ca- 
nadian taxpayer. 

What are the possibilities? So far as the 
physical ability of the roads to carry the necessary 
volume of traffic is concerned there is no question. 
There are no better roads of equal length and no 
better grades anywhere in the world. The termi- 
nal ocean ports are unexcelled in natural advan- 
tage, and both are now either fully equipped, or 
can be so equipped at a minimum cost. 

The volume of traffic must come from the 
production of the prairies, and particularly the 
western part of the prairies; that is to say from 
Alberta and western Saskatchewan . Is it possible 
to increase production in that region so that the 
volume of traffic demanded will be furnished? 
There is no doubt on that point either, Last year’s 
crop of Alberta and western Saskatchewan was 
generally light in the north and patchy in the 
south, It was not more than half a normal crop. 
Owing to the long and costly eastward hauls cul- 
tivation is not yet as general in Alberta and 
western Saskatchewan as it is in eastern Saskat- 
chewan and Manitoba. But the area available for 
agriculture is much larger in the western than in 
the eastern section of the prairie west. The Peace 
River settlements are 500 miles further north than 
Cardston, both in Alberta and both producing 
wheat for export. In Manitoba from Portage la 
Prairie eastward the area of practicable agricul. 
ture is not more than 100 miles from south to 
north. The future of Canada in large measure lies 
in the fuller development of the 500 miles of pro- 
ducing territory between Cardston and Peace 
River. 

Of the 1922 wheat crop it is stated that 
million bushels went forward from the head of the 
lakes between September 1st and December 12th 
when navigation closed. Of that amount 128 mil- 
lions went forward by United States routes. The 
average cost of carriage on that grain from Fort 
William to New York was 15 cents a bushel. The 
freight charge on 128 million bushels at 15 cents 
a bushel was over 19 millions, or say, 20 million 
dollars. Neither Canadian carrier, Canadian ports 
nor Canadian trade got any benefit from this 
enormous earning from Canadian production. If 
by any possibility that volume of Canadan traffic 
could have reached the Pacifie ports over the 
National railways, the earnings from it would 
have enabled the western section of the system to 
earn its fixed charges over and above operating 
expenses, because the general traffic that would 
have resulted from the grain traffie would have

added largely to the gross earnings and presum- | 


ably to the profits. 

It appears then that already western Can- 
ada produces enough traffic for the exclusive 
benefit of the United States lake and rail carriers, 
elevators, ports and trade generally to make the 
far western National lines profitable if it could be 
diverted to them. It is not suggested that this 
can be done, except in part, but the fact is offered 
in evidence that Alberta development will furnish 
ample traffic if the development occurs. 

Roughly the present difference between the 
Alberta price and the Manitoba price on wheat 
to the farmer is eight to ten cents a bushel, This 
is the difference between the Alberta and the 
Manitoba cost of haul to Fort William. That dif 
ference accounts for the greater proportion of 
cultivated land in the agricultural sections of 
Manitoba and eastern Saskatchewan than in wes- 
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tern Saskatchewan and Alberta. 
equal grain rate to the world’s market with Man- 
itoba, and Alberta’s far greater area will be as 
completely cultivated as the lesser area of Mani- 
toba. The cost of transportation from Fort Wil- 
liam and from Vancouver to Liverpool may be 
estimated as practically the same, for purposes 
of comparison, with the advantage to Vancouver 
of having an open port the year round. Manitoba's 
great production is in its western part. The 
length of rail haul from Alberta points to Van 
couver compares not unfavorably with that from 
western Manitoba and eastern 
points to Fort William. Given an equal rail rate 
per mile westward Alberta would be on an 
equal footing as to grain marketing with Mani 
toba. The result would be to add at once to the 
value of the products of Alberta, and so encourage 
development and production, to the, corresponding 
increase of the volume of traffic. 

Obviously the problem of making the moun 
tain sections of the National railways pay is the 
problem of giving such rates and service to the 
Western grain producers as will attract to tho 
world trade route of which these lines form a 
part, as much of the production of the prairies 
as geographical, physical and trade 
will permit. 

The producer pays the freight, when the buy- 
er commands the markets as he now does. Every 
cent that can be cut off the cost of rail haul, or 


added to the farmers’ earnings, increasing his 
profits or diminishing his losses by that amount 
It is the margin of profit that gives direction and 
increase or decrease to every form of business en- 
terprise, including farming. A cent a bushel more 
on his wheat may mean profit, as a cent less may 
mean loss to the farmer, on his year’s operations. 
And as that cent may increase the expansion or 
contraction of his farming operations. It is ecur- 
rently understood that under normal conditions 
of transportation the reduction of westbound 
grain rates to the eastbound basis, the lesser ton- 
nage rates to Liverpool from Vancouver than from 
Fort William, and the cutting out of winter stor- 
age would add an average of from five to ten cents 
a bushel, or possibly much more to the price of 
wheat throughout Alberta and western Saskat- 
chewan. What effect such a change in marketing 
would have in increasing wheat production in Al- 
berta can only be imagined, but it would certainly 
go far to balance the present handicap under 
which the Alberta farmer works as compared with 
his neighbor of Manitoba. By putting Alberta 
production on the same basis as to transportation 
costs as Manitoba, cultivation would beyond 
doubt be enormously increased, and in this way

To use the far western railways for the pur- 
pose for which they were constructed, namely to 
carry traffic to and from the Pacific coast and the 
prairies is the first step towards relieving the Ca 
nadian taxpayer of his present burden. Only by 
increased volume of traffic can that be done. The 
agricultural development of Alberta must provide 
the traffic. Cheaper transportation of grain is the 
one way to secure that development. The Pacific 
sections of the National railways are not being 
used for the purpose for which they were con- 
structed as long as higher rates per mile are 
charged for hauling grain produced on the prairies 
westward. It cost many millions to secure the grad- 
ients that made such service economically possible. 
ft was to that end that the millions were spent. By 
the stroke of a pen in sanctioning discriminating 
rates the government of Oanada, through its rail- 
way commission re-erects the barrier that the mon- 
ey of the taxpayers was used to remove, when the 
railways were being built. 

Tearing up the tracks or juggling the ac- 
counts will not pay the interest on what the rail- 
ways cost. There is only one way, and that is to 
realize the vision of the men who planned the 
roads by using them to cheapen transportation be- 
tween the prairies and the sea.
